No details were K'ven in this 
i despatch, which was from Mr. Tudor 
Tiedeman, a brother of the unfortuij- 
^ate young man, merely saying: "Bert 
iwas burned to death in liis hotel. Am 
Jhavinf? the roiiiiuns sent to Yietoria," 
uud askiuK that his sister-iu-law, ilrs. 
Tudor Tiedeman,' who is spending the 
. summer at the Stevens Hotel, Lake Dis- 
.Itfict, be^ilotifiedf 'O^i^;*.' -S^A :;. 
. Herbert' Tiedeman was tlie youngest 
■ton of the late H. O. Tiedeman of Yic- 
'toriai g,nd was a> imtiYe of this eity. 
;He possessed ijuite Jtalent' f or music, 
•and after completing, his regnhir school 
course here, went East to study that 
art. ReturninK to Victoria he was for 
!i time in llie employ of Messrs. M. W. 
Waitt & Company. About three years 
ago he went to Chicago, where he secur- 
ed a good position, which lib retained un- 
til the death of his mother u few montlis 
ngo. At the time of liis mother's Illness 
he spent several weeks in Victoria, and 
M'hen it was thoUKht slu> would recover 
he started East, but had only reached 
I'ortlaiid, when ho received word of Iior 
death and rotiirnod to "\'ictoria. Shortly 
after her death he aKain went to Ofii- 
•■ago and took up his residence, lie was 
about 22 j-cars of age and had looked 
forward to a career of distinction in the 
■operatic profession. How his expecta- 
tions and the hopes and anticipations of 
his friends were sndly frustrated is told 
in the appended despatch: 

Chicago, Aug. 1. — (Special) — By the 
burning of the Hotel Berwyn in this 
city this morning, four persons lost their 
lives and fourteen others wore seriously 
injured. Among the dead is Herbert O. 
Tiedeman, a vocalist, who was studying 
hore. His home is said to bo in Vic- 
toria, B.C., although he came hero from 
California. . The others killed were 
Anna Paulin, of Minnesota, and two 
whoso bodies have not been identified. 

The death of Tiedomnn was particular- 
ly tragic. His room was on the ht'th 
Iloor and he was aroused b.v the llnnies 
only to find himself hemmed in by blaz- 

-ing walls and smoke-filled hallways. 

I'l'he night clerk, Charlie l^eterson, was 
asleep when the fire broke otit. I'etor- 
Bon says the first ho knew of the lire 
was when the tiamcs burst into the ofllce 
and woke him up. All he thought of v.'ns 
to save himself, he naivel,v admits, or 
he says that he is still too thankful that 
Jie got out nlive to know anything yet. 

AS'lien the cries of fire woke H. C. Mc- 
Cleary, city salesnum for Hib- 
bard, Spencer, liarllett iV Co., he 
found Tiedeman, who was bis room- 
mate, already awake and ahiruH-'d. Both 
men dashed to the door to find the hall 
l)loeked by lire and smoke. Kscapc by 
this means was hopeless, and .McCleary 
went back to their hoom. Trough the 
room was on the top floor, the youn;,' 
men slamnieil the door and turned to 
the window as their sole chance for life. 
The flames had crept into the chandjer 
when the door was opened ..and they 
chased the terrified occupants toward the 
window. 

SIcCleary and Tiedeman climbed upon 
the sill. The heat grew intense and the 
llanies began to scorch their faces. 

'■\Ve'll liave to hang for it until tlie 
ladders come," muttered McCleary, 
iinally, and .swinging oi[t into the air he 
hung by liis hands from tlie ledge. 
Tiedeman followed him. 

Both uiea swayed in the fifth story 
window for two minutes, which Mc- 
Cleary says seemed two centuries, while 
the red tongues of lire licked their 
Hugers and their arms twisted in torture 
uiider the strain. Suddenly McCleary 
.liuurd Tiedeman groan and saw his 
fingers, twitch and begin to unclasp. 

''rm.4,9he for .faow. ' I can't hold on 
any longer," wore tlie last words that 
came from Tiedeman's lips. 

The next moment JlcCleary' heard a 
body crash UKainst flu; pavement 50 foot 
below. Nerved by the very fear of meet- 
ing the same fate, he rnanage<I to diiij; 
on grindy for a minute more. Then a 
l.'idcier i>okc(l up il's nose beside him and 
,Hie strong. arijis_y.f a lireinan drew him 
to safety.. 

Itut Tiedeninn was dead, investigation 
shows that Ik^ could liav(? been saved as 
veil as McCleary had it not been for 
1h:it net work of trolley wires which is 
Hiutad over the sireet. The firemen were 
liampered b.v these wires and could not 
■»vork their ladders until it was too late 
to save the young man. They were in 
time, however, to save McCleary and 
several others who wore clinging "to tlie 
window sill. .

Ilagfish in Northern Waters — Prehistoric 
Relics From Craigflower, 

.\t the Natural History Socief.v meet- 
ing bisl evening a find of a rare lish in 
these waters was repcjrted. (Ja|it. Wal- 
brau brought down the specimen on bis 
last trip. It. is known as the California 
liaKlisli ll'olistotrema .Stmili) and has 
never been found before math of Cape 
Flattery. It is a very low form of lish, 
reseiiibling an eel somewhat in appear- 
ance ami its special characteristic is 
that it bores info other fish, devouring 
the wlioh; interior, soiuetiines coiisuiii- 
ing a thirty pound fish in one night. The 
siiecimcn in (luestion bus been donated 
lo the mnseuni, 

Mr. Deans rojiortcd on the last expedi- 
tion of tlie societ.v, during which some 
ciiirns on Limestom^ Kidge, CraiKllowcr. 
were examined. The skeleton of a child 
of prehistoric dnte was found and also 
some charred remains. Specimens df 
stone iinplenieuts from Ganges Harbor 
were exhibited. One of special interest 
was nil iiiiperforatod disc, the use of 
which is problematical. -V rare form of 
bone implement was exhibited. It he- 
ld iigs to a type of iinplenients used by 
the Cape Flattery Indians for catching 
small lish and by the Esquimaux of 
Alaska fur catching seabirds. The 
siKciinen in question was found b,v-Mr. 
Pitt at Albert Head and is quite rare. 



MUNICIPAL GOVERNMENT. 

To the Editor:— Two of the easiest 

things in dealing with public matters is 
to iiroffcr advice and to criticize: to my 
mind two very proper things if dealt 
with from the standpoint of fair play. 
For one to do so ho should be thoroughly 
ac(inainted with the matter with whidi 
he is dealing. In criticising the present 
situation existing at the water works 
at I'jik Lake the inemheis of the counciil 
ought to bo in that position, and it 
seems to me tliat it Itis Woship the 
Mayor would apply a few common busi- 
ness principles, instead of getting be- 
hind the powers vested in him, by the 
.Municipal act, to the elTect that if he in 
his wisdom does.nott agroe with the ma- 
jority of the couricil he° "stops business 
right ihere, and puts'hfsKVcto on it; and 
by the way, I hopejtljat.-at tUc next meet 
ing of the legislaturi! that power will 
he taken uwtiy.lroju'the Mayor and plac- 
ed in the band^^f; the people. It the 
Mayor is to' have 'this power lot it be 
subject to a vote of the people; at pres- 
ent it is too much like they do things in 
ICussia. Now let us consider the grounds 
that the Mayor takes: 

1st. That if the water is turned on 
in tlio receiver it may get dirty. Note 
"it may." Then again it may wash a 
portion of the sides away. These are 
two of flic principal arguments. I un- 
derstand there is another, to the elTeef: 
that as the ratepayers did not vote the 
mone.v the work should stop as it is. 
The lirst two arguments have been mot 
by the city engineer stating before the 
special committee that if the money was 
ut his disposal to concrete the sides of 
the receiver he would fiist connect his 
pipes and fill tiie receiver xvith water, 
and let it stand for several days, which 
is in line with the views of the majority 
of the council. The next point, because 
the niuiiey was not voted, the work 
should sland idle, to my mind is a poor 
argument, not worth considering, as it 
is a well known fact that the ratejiayers 
previously voted jilenty of money to do 
the work, and xve have it in our power 
to apply a small, nmount of tlu! watei-^ 
works revenue to imt the works in op- 
eratiiin, thereby ' showing to the peo- 
ple the xvork is all richt and the 
necessity of getting n siiinll loan to com- 
ploto the same. I nni satlsllcd a bu«e 
iinmbor of rntepnyers voted f(n- nu- In llic 
by-election largely on the waterworks Issue, 
lo endeavor to «<'t a small aiiioinit of the 
levenne spent to Hperate the lllter bods and 
iccelver. I Iwive done niy duty as I iiniler- 
stinul 11, iind I cannot think that nnv bnsl- 
iii'ss miiii wltli his own money Interest at 
stake would lot tlie work Ho there, as Is 
(ontemplateil by the nniyor. The onlv 
method his worship lins to conipli'te the 
work, as far ns I know— niid lie cxiirossed 
It to ni<' lilinsolf— Is that next voar It inav 
he possible to sipieoze .fl.'i.OOO 'out of the 
revenue In complete tlip work, Imt the next 
mn.vor iiml coniiell are In flie hnnds of tjie 
people.

This is an important fact too little 
seen. It was when the bold stroke of 
.lapan for the opening of China to com- 
merce and civilization was turned aside 
by Itussia, and an I'biropeiiii coalition 
formed to divide the empire and con- 
tinue the pidicy of trade monopoly and 
imhislrial exclusion under Luropean 
Hags, that .\inerica began to wake to 
hi'r vital interest in .\sia and to draw 
closer in feeling anil policy to Ihe iialion 
whose interest is common with her own. 
Till' .\iiglo-Saxoii alliance bc;.-au wlieu 
Americ.'in public opinion siipiiorled 
.Tapan against Itussin. b'ranre ami Cer- 
maiiy and openly encouraged ICugland to 
resist the coalition and defeinl .lapaii. 
as Hrilisli imblic opinion o|ienly encour- 
ages the United Slates to resist Knro- 
pcaii intervention now. 

The Spanish war has only confirmed 
the relations thus established. Great 
Ibiiain has been able to return the ser- 
vire we did her with nsiiry, since- inornl 
support in war is worth more than moral 
encdurageinont to war. We have bad 
from Great Britain the largest service 
oiip nation can render another, short of 
lighting by its side, though Great P.ritain 
has served her own world interest well 
ill ;:ivin;,- it. Slie has given us a free 
haiiil in dealing with S|iain. Slie left 
the i;nro]iean concert which kept us out 
of I'liba twenty years ago. and prevent- 
ed b'.iiropeaii i iil wferenci' ill the wiir by 
a most signilirant. form of refusal to 
join it.

AATintever the ownership and 
tiovernnient of the Philippines after the 
w.-ir. we shall be in the pomiuprcp and 
industry of the East to stay, and we 
cannot hold our own in its conimerco 
witlKiul some ndiitioii to ils politics. Onr 
ii.lercsis of all kinds there will be roni- 
mon with that of Great Britain, and oji- 
oo-.ed to that of Hie continenl;iI powers. 
Here are conditions wbirb will impose 
on us a, iialional policy in wbirb the 
Fnirlish will Iind ample coinpeosiitior._ for 
ib.eir present eomnlnisance.— Xew .York 
Commercial Advertiser.

Mrs. John A. Logan once gave to a 
newspaper reporter in this city a letter 
from a Houtheru editor that created u 
lot ot talk. It \v,is imniediutely after 
tho death of Gcuenil Grunt. Tho re- 
porter had goiiQ to tho Logan resideiico 
to interview tho geueriil about toiiio 
matter then heforo oouRreas. The gcu- 
oral was in bed, aud tho reporter w;i.s 
shown to his room. In the course of tho 
ovouiug Mrs. Lo({au entered the Lcd- 
ofaambor'aud took part in the couversu- 
tiou.' in bcr baiid i-ho held h letter, the 
cnntcnts of which her husbiiud kuow 
about. Shu wanted to give it to tho ro- 
porter, but tho general objected. But 
as the newspaper man started to leave 
Mrs. Logan slipped the envelope' into 
his baud. The next morning nearly 
every newspaper iu tho country printed 
a copy of it. It was u ruro aud racy 
document. 

Colouel Alexander G. Horn of Mcridi- 
R!!, Mis.s. , theu the editor of Tho Daily 
Mercury, was its author. Tho letter 
was iiitoudftd as au explanation of an 
editorial that h^id.,.appeaied'a few weeks 
before in Tbe.Mcrcnry. Cql'ouel Iloru 
and J. X Shannon were BSBociutcs iu 
the piibl'iodtipu df tbe aforesaid journal. 
On the nidrning follo'wing the death of 
tho hero of .\ppoi7inttox Tho Merc.tiry 
contained one of tliu mcst cruel articles 
about Gouoral 'Grant ever printed by a 
press. It dared any true southertier to 
grieve or show sigrls of sorrow over his 
demise. It culled upon tho people of 
Dixio laud to e.xult aud rejoice at the 
death of the man who bad slai;! their 
sons and bnrned their homes. The peo- 
ple of Meridian were aiitounded. They 
went to tho editor. Colonel Horn, and 
asked him, iu the name of peace, to 
■write nuothor articlo withdrawing it. 
He was obdurate and instead of doing 
BB his noighhors wished dictated anoth- 
er one equally n.s fierce as tho first. 

At that nioinciit tho name of Colcnel 
Ebap.noii wii's before the souato awaitiug 
conlirniation a.s postmaster at Meridiuu. 
An enemy of his, knowing the love that 
General Logan had for General Grant, 
inolosod copies ot the paper to him, ex- 
pectiug that Logan '^vould oppose Shau- 
cnu's uomiiintiou. Shaunon aud Horn 
had a tUt'puto over the editorial, and 
tbuir relations became so strained that 
n street duel was- only averted by tho 
interference of mutual friends, (jolonel 
Horn's letter to General Logan 'was to 
the effect that Colonel Shannon was in- 
nocent of tbe articlo and bad known 
nothing about it until he saw it in the 
paper. I cannot quote tho letter 'with 
literal eiactuess, but a part of it was as 
follows: 

"No; Shannon had nothing to do 
with it. In the first place he hasn't 
sense enough to conceive such a senti- 
ment as was expressed in tbo editorial 
nnd if ho had he would bo too cowardly 
to write it. Ho is my partner, I am sor- 
ry to say, but by making him postmaster 
you will afford me the opportunity of 
gftting rid of him. 

"And why not take him, .Tohn? There 
Is a mighty narrow strip between tho 
radical republicanism that you repre- 
sent and tho Cleveland Mngwunipory 
that Shannon tries to represent. He is 
not a Democrat, never was and never 
will be. I predict that you will soon 
have him over on your side, aud God 
speed tho day! Wo Domocrots down 
hero don't want him. 

"I am growing old, but I am" still in 
possession of my mental faculties, aud 
I hope to livo many years logger to tell 
Iho truth from day to day about tbe 
desnised i'ankees and their politics. I 
am seriously afftioted with" hemiplegia, 

else I would have mauled h 1 out of 

Shauuou long ago. 

"Lo(;au, you ought to reiiipiuber mo 
»H cue of tbe fellows that figured soiiic- 
whut conspicuously iu tho Kemper 
:ouuty trials. I guess I can talco tho 
:rcdit to myself of having had the Doiii- 
ocrats who killed the Radicals there 
acquitted before the courts. I would 
like auotlier job of tbo same kind. 

"You and I ought to bo friends. Op- 
positos beget liking.^ Vou have becu a 
broth of a' boy invyour party,' and I have 
been a sheol of a fellow in mine." 

General Logan replied good natured- 
ly to this epistle, after which a friend- 
ly oorrospondeuco sprang up between 
tbo erratic geuius'at 'Meridian and the 
senator. Logan fend the Shannon letter 
in tho committee room of tho senate, 
and theu laughiugly said that iuasniuch 
as his friend Colonel Horn wanted 
Shaunon ' confirmed' he- didin't E(^e bow 
he could oppose liiin. Cbloiiel' Horn, 
unracoiistructed, has long since passed 
into sileuco, aud a few years later Colo- 
nel Shannon was buried nt his old 
home in Paulding, Kiss.; a, town once 
made famous by the publication' of The 
Weekly Clarion, many years ago, of 
which paper ho was one of tho founders. 
During fhe Sullivau-Kilraiu trial at 
Purvis some years cro I sat at the break- 
fast tahlo with Sullivan aud Colonel 
Shannon. Sullivan ate three fried chick- 
ens, Shannon four, Chwrlie JElioh, the 
great Bporteman, got the two to enter a 
fried chicken eating match. Some one 
asked Sullivan how many he thought 
ho could got a'»\'ay with, and Sullivan 
said about eight. 

"Eightl" spoke up Shannon, '"Well, 
|ou will have to do better than that. 
You may be the champion pri/.eligbter, 
but you will have to whet up that ap- 
petite of yours before you can take 
away tho chicken eating, champion- 
ship. " 

Tho chickens were bought aud cleaned 
nnd were ready for the iron when the 
colonel was taken violently ill. Before 
he could recover Sullivau was out of 
tbe state.— James S< Evans iu Chicago 
Times-Her ald.
